Mf — W eary rescue 
workers digging through tons of 
rain-drenched clay early t o d a y 
lifted the mud-caked bodies of tho 
three little sisters from the bottom 
of an abandoned quarry. 


Disappearance of the Gurnsey 
rfrls, Nancy, IO. Puthie, 9, and 
Theresa, 8, on Wednesday after­ 
noon had touched off the most 
intensive search of this commun­ 
ity of 20,000 in the Rock River 
Valley in north central Illinois. 


More than IOO workmen, man­ 
ning bulldozers, steam shovels and 
spades, unearthed the three bodies 
shortly before 3 a rn., some 35 feet 
below the rim of the large cliff­ 
like pit.
